Fair ſanguin dreams chat ſeem to cheer the night, 
Wich beauteous ſhapes, and roſie wings, as bright 
As is the morning, or thoſe flowrs, that grace 

In midſt of ſpring, the painted Flora's face, 
Within the Temple merrily do ſport; 

To whom the little Cupids oft reſort; 

The little cupids from faire Venus grove 
Stealing by night, do thither come, and love 
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Wich thoſe bright ſanguine dreams to paſſe away 
The hours of night in ſport and amorous play, 
There. dreams of choler in a flame-like hew 
Through th ale, like little fiery Meteors flew 
With ſwift and angry motion to and fro, 

As if they ſought within that place a foe. 
Sometimes up to the Temples roofe on high 
They ſoar, as if they meant to ſeale the skie, 
Or ſome impoſſible atchievement ſought + 

T* allay the thirſt of an aſpiring thought. 

But down be low wich ſad and heavy cheer 

On dead mens Tombs,and every Sepulcher, 
The duskie dreams of melancholy light, 

Wich ſable wings like Bats, or birds of night. 
Fluttering in darkeſt corners here and there, 
But all alone, and ſtill each other feare, 
Courting dead skuls,and ſceming to invite 
The diſmall ghoſts for company by night. 
There all along the Temples whited wall, 
Phlegmatick 1>zy dreams, not wing'd at all, 
But flow, like ſlimy Snails, about docraw], 
And evermore are thence afraid to fall, 

And ſo be drown'd ; for on the floor below, 
They do ſuppoſe deep pools of water flow. 

But ſwi't as thoughts can fie, as winds do blow, | 
Or winged lighraing, in a moment go (noiſe 
Tae flatuous dreams through th' aire ; ſomerimes with 
Like the far- off affrighring thunders voice. 

Beſides a thouſand ether companies 

Of dreams, which do from daily cares ariſes 

From thoughts and deeds of men;which do appear 

In forms as many and as different there, 

As all the World has objects, or is fill'd 

With deeds: All theſe to dreams diviner yield: 
And flye aloofe without; nor dare they come 
Into the Temples inward ſacred rooms 
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The dead of night had cloſed every eie, 
And fl:ep now leiz'd the breaſt of Ptolomey, 
When lo a vifion trom Serepis ſent 
To his affrighted tancy did preſent - 

The changed ſt:re of Ægypte hapleſſe land, 
Which now by fares appointment was athand, 
A larg-ſiz d Ox, into that ſacred room 

With lad and heavy pace did ſeèm to come, 
And lean he was, as if he had nor cat 

Ot long, or wanting, or refuſing meat; 

Save two white ſpots, his colour wholly black, 
One on his forehead, t' other on his back. ; 
And paſſing by he ſeem' i to waile and moan, 
From his black eies the tears faſt trickling down,

Do threaren thee poor King; the god foreſhows

Conceals thine own approaching rragedy. 

To meer with Ceſar than he march's! away 
Through wealthy Delta, and encamped lay 
Upon an high and ſparious hill ; which round 
About comms» nds ti e lower champion ground; 
From whence the Country he atar deſcrib d, 

A place by natute ſtrongly tortifi'd 

Three ſeverall waies ;th* aſcent ſo ſteep and hard 
To ciimb, as ſcem'd impregnable, did guard 
One part alone without the aid of men: 

Unto another part a ſpatious fen 

And lake did ſeem to give protection: 

To guard the third a river ſwiftiy run. 
Betwixt the lake and which alone did ſtand, 
Io lend ſome paſſage, a {mall neck of land: 
That little Iſthmos ſeem'd alone to ſtand 

In need of guarding by a ſouldier's hand 
Agaigft the toes aflaule, Bat in that place 
The King ſuppoſes, twere coo much dilgrace 
To be aſſaulted firſt, and would diſmay

Or elle not ſafe in what defence the lake,

That bank, on which th* Ægyptian ſouldiers tay,

But cæſars troups incapable of feare, 

At firſt approach, reſolve, viewing the place,

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And whil'ſ the Legionary ſouldiers throw

To be gainſt ſuch advantages ingag d,
